Schley Affected by Hospitality.

General Bell, After Conceding Lentent F 
Treatment to the Rebellious Natives 

of the Province South of Manila, De- d 
termines on the 

| Measures—Natives Ordered to Move | 


Adjacent to the Military Garrisons.

Washington, D. C., Jan. 20.— Having failed, 
after two years’ strife, in subduing the in- 
gurrection in Batangas Province, which lies 
just south of Manila, and having satisfied 
himself that lenient treatment of.the in- 
surgents is productive of no good results, 
General J. Franklin Bell, the military com- 
mander in that province, has determined on 
the enforcement of the war in the most vigor- 
ous and determined fashion, involving re- 
concentration in a modified form, the appli- 
| cation of martial law in all directions, and 
the unsparing pursuit and punishment of 
the natives who act as spies and traitors to 
the United States. 7 By 
The reconcentration order is dated at Ba- 
tangas on Dec. 8 Tast. In substance it pro- 
vides for the establishment of a zone around 
the garrisons, into which the friendly in- 
habitants are to be required to come under 
penalty of confiscation and destruction of 
their property. This is said to be necessary 
to prevent the collection of forced contribu- 
tions from the inhabitants by the insurgents. 


People Do Not Want Peace. 

This order is followed by a long circular 
by General Bell to his station commanders, 
commenting on existing conditions and giv- 
ing them advice how to proceed. It begins 
with the statement that he shares in the gen- 
eral conviction that the Insurrection con- 
tinues because the greater part of the people, 
especially the wealthier ones, do not really 
want peace. He says it is regrettable that 
the innocent must suffer with the guilty, 
but the greatest good to the greatest number 
can be best brought about by putting a 
prompt end to the insurrection. 


Municipal Officers Treacherous. 

A special injunction is laid on the com- 
manders to hunt down through loyal spies 
secret sympathizers with and contributors 
to the rebellion, many of whom will be found 
| among. municipal officers. General Bell says 


have dictated elections of all town officials 
in Batangas and Laguna, and these town 
Councils meet and pass resolutions denounc- 
ing the insurrection, while secretly inform- 
ing the insurgents that this is done under 
compulsion and supplying them with infor- 
mation. Therefore General Bell declares 
that neutrality should not be tolerated; every 
inhabitant should be either an active friend 
or be classed as an enemy, and acts, not 
words, must be made the test. 


Native Priests Disloyal. 

Chief and most important among the class 
of disloyal persons, he says, are the native 
priests. General Bell Geclares itis practical- 
ly certain that every one in Batangas and 
Laguna Provinces is a secret enemy of the 
government and in active sympathy with the 
insurgents. He orders that they be given no 
exemption whatever, but be brought to trial 
whenever sufficient evidence is obtainable, 
and adds that even in case of well-founded 
suspicion they should be arrested to stop 
their further activity. It is frequently im- 
possible, he says, to obtain evidence against 
influential persons so long as they are at 
liberty, but once confined evidence is easily 
obtainable.

“ Socialism. is anti-Christian as well as 
anti- Catholic,“ said Theodore B. Thiele yes- 
terday in discussing the motives’ which 


‘prompt the leaders of the movement ‘to or- 


ganize anti-Socialist , workingmen into a 
union. A meeting was held on Sunday even- 
ing and the permanent organization ‘ of 
Catholic and non-Catholic into unions will 
begin soon, meetings being arranged for in 
the different parishes throughout the city. 
In May there will be a meeting of Catholic 
societies in Aurora, at which. the Catholic 
union organizations are expected to receive 
official indorsement. 

Mr. Thiele declared that the action of the 


N Catholic and Episcopal churches in seeking 


to organize workingmen into unions was not 
antagonistic to the trades union, but to aid 
them towards successful organization. 

“The difficulty today,” said Mr. Thiele, 
is that labor is disposed to listen to the 
high sounding phrases of the Socialists with- 
out studying to see the motive that prompts 
them. We want to see workmen think and 
3 for themselves, not go off after false 
gods. 

“The movement must not be considered 
a Catholic movement, because it has been 
taken up all over the country. In Cleve- 
land it was undertaken by the Episcopal 
Church, and we have received letters urging 
concerted action here. The movement must 
not be considered an attack on the unions, 
because it is not. Weare simply opposed to 
socialism and the influence advocates of 
that belief exert in the unions.”

oughly. 
‘Tribal Rights Vacated. 


Those Indians are citizens of the United _ 
States and long ago ceased to be members 3m 
of a tribe. On Sept. 26, 1833, a treaty was q 
concluded by and between the Pottawate- 
mie, Chippewa, and Ottawa tribes and the 
United States, by which the Indians ceded 
to the government all their nd along thé 
shore of Lake Michigan and between this 
lake and the fiver to the west, with seme 
other lands in the territory of Michigan. 

One of the conditions of the purchases 
was that the Indian tribes in quesuem 
should, within three years, remove to a tract’ 
vt country west of the Mississippi to be 
signed to them by the President, of not less 
than 5,000,000 acres. The consideration of; 
this concession was the land west of tie 
Mississippi River and $18,000 annually for 
tnirty years. Afterwards a supplementsi 
treaty was made, out of which grew a suit, 
the Indians who remained in Michigan sees 
ing to obtain a portion of the annuity pro- 
viced in the original treaty.

This ruling 
would not apply, however, where the grain, 
after arrival in Chicago or elsewhere, re- 
mained stored in a vessel, boat, or car, or in 
an elevator pending sale. The grain would 
not cease to be in actual course of transpor- 
tation by passing through a track, so-called 

“jumbo” car, or through an elevator 
building in the process of being transferred 
from car to vessel or boat, or vice versa, pro- 
viding that such proceeding was necessary 
for the purpose of actual continuous forward 
transportation. If the stoppage of cars in 
Chicago is purely temporary, caused by 
ordinary transportation usages and customs, 
and the cars are not held there merely for 
the purpose of making sale of grain while In 
cars, then the tax would not accrue, because 
the grain would be considered to be still 
actually in course of transportation; but if 
the cars should be detained for a day or 
days, not according to the ordinary move- 
ment of cars billed as these are, then she 
ruling would be different.

ship would be a curse to the community in 
which it was given trial.”

Therefore the Mayor thinks the first ef- 
fort of those who believe in public control 
should be directed towards the establish- 
ment in every municipality of “a genuine, 
common sense, business-like civil service 
system, free from the frills, the furbelows, 
the ultra-refinements of the professional re- 
former, which will make merit the sole 
ground for original appointment and ,sole 
stepping-stone to advancement.” 

The Mayor never has waxed enthusiastic 
over the Chicago civil service law. For 
a time he was exceedingly restive under 
its restrictions. Presumably he believes 
that law has “ frills and furbelows which 
ought to be torn off. It is quite likely that 
his idea of a common sense civil service 
system is one in which the Mayor is the sole 
judge of merit as is the chiet of a business 
enterprise. 

That would be the best civil service syn- 
tem if municipal officers could be elected 
who would administer it without regard 
to politics. As no such officers can be elect- 
ed, it is necessary, in order to prevent as 
far as possible the démoralization of the 
civil service by politics, to enact civil service 
laws—which private corporations do not 
need because they are not run on political 
principles, These laws are not ideal, but 
they accomplish a great deal. 

It Chicago with its present civil service 
system were to undertake to run street car 
lines public ‘ownership would be, as the 
Mayor says, “a curse to the community.” 
It the city were to undertake to operate the 
lines under any civil service system that 
might be established hy the politicians if the 
present civil service law were repealed, the 
community would be even more sorely uf- 

All that has been asserted as to the suc- 
cess of the municipal operation of street 
ear lines in foreign cities may be admitted, 
and yet the fact remains that successful 
municipal operation in American cities is 
impossible and will be so for an indefinite 
length of time, Therefore it is idle to dis- 
cuss municipal operation and an ideal civil 
service system to go with it. These are 
academic questions. They do not interest 
the men and women of Chicago who want 
good street car service and who want it 
soon. Twite a day or ofténer they endure 
the miseries of a wretchedly inadequate | 
service. They ask for relief, not for essays 
on municipal ownership, . 


) STILL A DEBTOR NATION, 
Senator Foraker said the other day that 
the United States is rapidly becoming “ the 
great creditor nation of the earth, so that 
henceforth we shall hold the securities of 
other peoples and collect interest from them 
on their obligations, instead of paying them 
tribute on ours.” The balance of trade in 
favor of the United States has been amaz- 
ingly large for the last four years, but it 
will be several years yet before foreigners 
cease collecting interest on American obli- 
gations held by them. The estimated in- 
debtedness of the United States to foreign 
countries a year ago was 52,000, 000,000. 
At the beginning of this year it probably 
was $1,700,000,000, having been reduced 
15 per cent in*1901. Therefore, if the pros- 
perity which the United States now enjoys 
shall continue for five. years, this great in- 
debtedness will have been paid off. A con- 
servative man will be more moderate in his 
expectations and will be quite satisfied if 
the United States shall in ten years free - 
self from that mass of indebtedness, the 
payment of the interest on which has taken 
up so large a proportion of the favorable 
trade balances. 
Américans have already begun to “ hold 
the securities of other peoples and collect 
interest from them.” As yet, however, 
they are doing this on a comparatively small 
scale, It is estimated that during the last 
two and a half years Americans have made 
investments abroad as follows: In Canada, 
$75,000,000; England, $50,000,000; Mexico, 
$50,000,000; other continental America, 
$25,000,000; the West Indies, $25,000,000; 
and in Asia, Africa, and the Philippines, 
$30,000,000. Many of these investment: 


It .will be seen, therefore, that Senator 
Foraker’s exultaht remarks about the 
United States becoming a creditor nation 
are not without justification, It is on the 
high road to be such a nation, but the vast 
indektedness which this country contracted 
for railroad building and so many other 
purposes canbot be wiped out in a few years. 
There have been times in the past when it 
was difficult to pay the interest on that in- 
debtedness, and not until 1897 came with 
its changed conditions was it possible to be- 
gin paying off the principal.

He said that 
while the whole country is taxed to support 
the men who fought in the federal army 
the Southern States are obliged to make 
special appropriations for the ex-confed- 
erates and to maintain homes and grant 
pensions out of their own revenues. This 
discrimination, Mr. Rixey thought, was un- 
just. The survivors of both sides shouid 
be cared for by the people in general.

Weeks Shipments of Freight.

Flour shipments from Chicago last 
week were the smailest in two months and 
grain the largest in over six months, while 


provisions were about an average. Ship- 


ments of flour were 177,500 barrels, a de- 
crease of 10,834 barrels from the previous 
Week and 12,213 barrels less than the same 
time last year. Grain shipments were 
2,545,000 bushels, an increase of 31,000 for 
the week and a decrease of 187,000 as com- 
pared with the same time last year. in 
the provision shipments of 25,081 tons there 
Was an increase of 312 tons ‘for the week, 
and a gain of 3,385 tons over the ten Corea 
ing week last year. 

Freight rates in the West are in better 
shape than the reports recently sent out in- 
Gicate. Grain and provision rates from Mis- 
uri River points eastward are unsettled, 
but there is seldom a period when provision

Fates have been fixed up temporarily, and

Attoriey Packard Declares That

Attorney Samuel Ware Packard wore him- 
self out yesterday morning in Judge Tuley’s 
courtroom resisting the introduction of an 


1 amended bill of complaint in the Steveneon- 


Dowie Utigation, although Attorney Edwy 
Logan Reeves had been advised by the 
court to present the bill Three times dur- 
ing an argument of two hours Attorney 
Packard had to rest, and when the court 
adjourned at 1 o’clock he left the room thor- 
oughly exhausted. 

Though the new bill win be filed Attor- 
ney Packard claims a victory, he having 
secured the striking out of such expressions 
as Dowle’s “voice was like unto a dove’s 
and his cunning Uke unto that of a serpent.” 
In all the main statements, save that which 
tells of the signing of the secret agree- 
ment, the two bills are practically the same. 


. Change as to Contract. — 

The change respecting the signing of the 
two agreements was made by Attorney 
Reeves, who in the first bill alleged that 
Dowie and Attorney Packard had manipu-. 
lated the contracts until Stevenson did not 
know what he was signing. In the new 
bill he states that Stevenson has no recol- 
lection of what occurred on that night. 

This amended bill makes a new case,” 
declared Attorney Packard in his argument.

The committee was con- 
fronted with a statement issued by. the 
Citizens’ association, charging that the 
board had been extravagant with school 


Members of the Finance committee had lit- 
tle to say about the statement, but it was 
apparent t a great many of the figures 
eubmitted this year will be much smaller 
than they were last year. 5 

The statement was issued as a feply to 
President Harris, who was quoted as saying 
that the board’s critics had dealt in generali- 
ties. The Citizens’ association goes into 
some figures and shows where, according 
to its judgment, considerable money might 
be saved. 


Supply House Is Criticised. 

The statement is in part as follows: 

At Monroe street, near Halsted, build- 
ings valucd at $06,200, standing on ground 
worth $117,000, have been appropriated for 
purposes of a barn and the storage df sup- 
plies for the schools. A large brick building, 
formerly a high school, occupying one-third 
of these premises, is used for the double pur-

RYE DEAL.UNDER FIRE. 


; Faces a New Peril. 
> 


| George H. Phillips and his celebrated fafl- 


ure are to be officially investigated by the 
directors. of the Board of Trade. For this 
purpose two distinct committees were ap- 
pointed yesterday—one to turn its timelight 
on the failure proper and the other to deal 
with the sale of the Phillips line of rye, the 
property which broke the financial back of 
the young speculator. 

This line of rye aggregated nearly 1,500,000 
bushels, and on it there was an admitt ose 
of 5 cents a bushel. The failure was 
cipitated, it has always been claimed, by @ 
sharp decline in the price of May rye, and” 
Mr. Phillips’ inability to put up margins 
called from him by members who had solid 
him the stuff. 

The money loss distributed among the 
members of the Board of Trade by this fail- 
ure and also among Phillips’ customers was 
nearly $240,000. It was Mr. Phillips’ second - 
venture in the faflure line, the first having 
been last August, when the losses were 
nearly $400,000. The first failure followed a 
successful deal in May corn, through which 
profits of about $300,000 were distributed 
throughout the country. 


Call a Halt on Failures 


The fact of one failure following so closely 
upon the heels of another has attracted & 
good deal of attention on Change, where &@ 
large share of the loss was sustained. Com- 
mission-houses where books are correctly 
kept and where balances are taken nightly 
to determine exactly the standing on the

‘METHODS OF DIPLOMACY. 


‘Addresses New York State Bar Associa- 
tion at Its Annual Meeting in Albany 
—Goes to Reception Afterward. 


Albany, N. T., Jan 21.—The feature of. 


the twenty-fifth annual meeting of the New 
York State Bar association was the gather- 
ing in Assembly Chamber this evening of 
a distinguished audience to greet the French 
Ambassador, M. Jules Cambon, and James 
M. Beck. Assistant Attorney General of the 
United States 

The French Ambassador's subject was: 
„% Relations Between Diplomacy and Public 
and Private Law.“ He said in part: 

„The fundamental duty of diplomacy is to 
enforce respect for the provisions of in- 
ternational law and to foster their —— 
vous development, thereby renderi 
sential service to the advancement o — 
ilization and strengthening the social bond 
which links together the nations of the 


world. While we are free to admit common | 


rules in the domain of public aw, we are 
forced to acknowledge there is nothing more 
mutable than private law, and the rule of 
diplomacy is to understand the divergence 
of these laws, to seek to reconcile them, 


and thus to endeavor to protect the rights | 


of private parties even in a foreign land 

„We must alm,“ said M. Cambon, in con- 
cluding his address, to destroy ali those 
barriers between civilized nations which 
maintain between them a certain indefinable 

rit of latent hostility, a lingering vestige 
of the old barbarism. 

„While much sti remaine to be done, 
each day sees the nations grow more con- 
siderate of one another in their mutual in- 
tercourse. It is a notable fact that after 
the recent happenings in China, France re- 
turned to the Chinese government the works 
of art which had been shipped to her, while 
President Roosevelt has just restored to

Mrs. James Brown Potter Declines to 
Eliminate Emotional Acting in 
Part of Calypso.

LONDON, Jan. 22, 3a. m.—The Express as- 
sorts that at an important meeting of trans- 
atlantic shipowners, heid in London yester- 
day, all ownere of vessels plying between 
Great Britain and America were invited to 
join a pdol. 

The Express names thirty lines concerned 
in the combination. It adds that one difi- 
eulty prevents an immediate settlement of 
the deal—viz.: the obstinacy of one small 
company, which refuses to join, two owners 
in Glasgow and Liverpool making their ad- 
hesſon dependent upon this company’s ec- 
quiescence. Some of the larger owners de- 
clare that its presence is not essential, and 
the difficulty wil, perhaps, be removed by its 
absorption.

completeness to her listeners. The chief 
medium through which this noble art of 
hers is revealed is no longer so crystal clear, 
so unfailingly accurate as in years gone by 
—care often is required now to keep the 
tone pure and the intonation true, and even 
this carefulness is not always crowned with 
success. When it is, listening to her is, as 
it ever has been, a source of unqualified 
pieasure and satisfaction. There were sev- 
eral of the Lieder yesterday that were fault- 
lessly given—to remember them is a delight, 
and thus remembering, forgetfulness of 
moments less vocally perfect is easily ac- 
complished. 

One of the peculiarities of Mme. Lehmann’s. 
Lieder singing always has been her ability 
to express in her eyes and face the emo- 
tions contained in the Lied itself. When 
she has finished a selection the listener, if 
he has watched her closely, feels that he 
has had the characters in the poem actually 
impersonated before him. The singer has 
not moved, has not gestured, yet so com- 
pletely has she been able to make the senti- 
ment of the song her own that the senti- 


ment has impressed as real, and the char- 


acters or incidents described seem actually 
to have been seen. 
This peculiar power Mme. Lehmann pos- 
sesses in a degree truly singular, the artist 
who approaches most closely to her in, it 
being the German Lieder singer, Dr. Wiill- 
ner. in the Waldesgespräch of Schu- 
mann and the Erlkoenig of Schubert yes- 
terday this remarkable ability was espe- 
eialiy evident, but it also in lesser degree 
was noticeable in everything sung and lent 
the artist's work a potency as rare as it was 
irresistible. Especially delightful as given 
by her were the Franz Die Haide ist

The Senator is, of course, by reason of his 
position and his office, amenable to such in- 
nee, and does not relish the idea of — 
ting the ill will of the Italian and foreign 
governments, of his own reigning family, 
and of statesmen and dignitaries of every 
description, both within and without the 


kingdom, by publishing what undoubtedly 
would constitute the most interesting por- 


tion of his dead friend’s papers and diaries. 


He naturally does not care to become a sort 
of pariah for the remainder of his days 
or the sake of justifying the late 
Sig. Crispi. With regard to the widow, 
crown as well as government are in pos- 
session of a number of facts concerning her 
career, both prior and subsequent to her 
union to Crispi, which she would prefer to 
remain undisturbed. 

Princess Linguaglossa, however, is moved 
by no such eonsiderations. She is devoted 
to the memory of her father, and was toa 
far greater degree his confidante and com- 
panion during the latter portion of his po- 
litical career than her mother. Then, too, 
she is mafried to an extravagant husband, 
and is interested in her father’s memoirs 
having as large a sale as possible. She is, 
therefore, determined that everything of 
interest among her father’s papers and 
diaries shall be published, especialiy those 
explanations which serve to justify or ex- 
cuse his action, even at the cost of placing 
crown and government before the public 
at home and abroad in an unenviable light. 

If the Princess has her way the book will 
be full of the most startling and sensational 
revelations. If, on the other hand, she is 
overruled, the memoirs of Crispi will be so 
carefully expurgated of everything of im- 
portance that they will prove quite as dis- 
appointing as those of Prince Bismarck, 
whose memoirs were edited with a view to 


furthering the interests of his son Herbert 
witm the present Emperor rather than with 


a view to the fame of the great Chancellor. 


Matters are complicated in the case of 
Crispl's papers by the fact that, although 
a large quantity of them have been under 
government seal both at Rome and at Na- 
ples since the moment of his deéath--the 
seals were to be removed this week—yet 
the most important of his papers and of his 
diaries are in safekeeping abroad, beyond 
the reach of the Italian authorities, having 
been taken out of the kingdom shortly after 
his last administration by his close and in- 
timate friend, Sig. Galli, who had been his 
Under-Secretary of State. 

Of course, the controversy which has thus 
arisen between the widow and the daughter 
of Italy’s famous statesman is exciting an 
immense amount of interest throughout Eu- 
rope, and its solution in the courts of law 
is a matter of grave concern in many for- 
eign courts and capitals. 

The Princess was born during the lifetime 
of her father’s second and undivorced wife, 

„ on becoming Minister of the Interior, 
went through the torm of a civil marriage, 
The public revelation of tnis ceremony 
forced both Crispi himself and his colleague 
and friend, Baron Nicotera, the Minister of 
Justice, out of the Cabinet. Just before 
Crispi’s daughter became the wife of Prince 
Linguaglossa the old statesman went 
through the form of @ religious marriage 
with Donna Lina, with the object of meeting 


the objections of the Prince's family to the 


match. 

Queen Marguerite for a long time refused 
to recognize or receive Donna Lina at court, 
and only reluctantly consented when Crispi 
threatened to resign the Premiership and to 
precipitate a Cabinet crisis unless Donna
